Last year the re were more boys killed 
from the use of toy pistols than there 
were lives lost iu tin* great cyclouc which 
swept through Iowa last week. The fa­ 
talities were* so numerous and occurred 
in such rapid succession about the Itll of 
July, that public attention was attracted 
to the necessity of taking some legal 
steps to prevent such a wholesale slaugh­ 
ter of young humanity. 
In flus State, rn 
law was enacted last winter which pro­ 
vides that it shall be unlawful for any 
jiersou to sell or use, or to have in his 
possession, for the purpose of exposing 
for sale or use, any toy pistol, toy revolv­ 
er, or lather toy firearm; aud that any jier- 
Hon violating any of tbe provisions of the 
law, on conviction shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the county jail, not ex* 
reeding six months, or by a fine not ex­ 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or by both 
fine and imprison meat, in the discretion 
of the court. The law should be heeded 
not simply that the penalties may be es­ 
caped, but that the destruction of life Of 
last summer may not be repeated.

Every telegraph line lead 
ing to this city, save one from here to 
Chicago, is down, and no later news is 
obtainable than reports of passengers who 
were on the Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
and Northern train at Independence just 
after the storm passed. 
At 4:30 o’clock this evening it grew 
ominously dark ten miles north of Inde­ 
pendence, so that lam {is were used iii 
houses aud on the cars, and it was impos 
siblo to set' a car length ahead of the 
train.

The storm was seen several minutes 
l*efore it stutvk the city. and the people 
were quite well prepared to protect them­ 
selves by goiug into their cellars. 
School buildings were unroofed, lum­ 
ber piles were scattered, trees w ere blown 
out by the roots rn some instances, aud 
much other damage done that could not 
Is* particularized by the passengers.

At Waterloo the top of the Illinois 
Central railway bridge was blown away, 
and other damages reported.

But taking this for 
granted, then what have we in this ap­ 
propriation and iii this 
proposition: 
Without indulging in any of tho litera­ 
ture about the* “free and boundless 
West,” you have continuous river naviga­ 
tion to Saint Paul, tho next Chicago of 
tho Northwest. 
You there touch the 
competing point of river aud rail carriage 
between the Mississippi aud the great 
continental lines now pushing through 
the mountains westward to tho Pacific. 
You have here practically, effectively, 
and just to all interests tho great regula­ 
tor of traus-coutinental freight. It is no 
play of the imagination to say that this 
improvement reaches aud these trunk 
lines traverse a mighty empire. 
Sir, if formerly we dealt in the vast­ 
ness only, wo deal in that no more. 
No 
spot on tho earth to-day is developing 
more rapidly or being peopled more 
speedily than this very section. Nowhere 
in the world are capital and commerce so 
rapidly accumulating. Years ago I spoke 
and voted for the improvement of the 
mouth of the Mississippi, and I nm not 
yet convinced that that was a mistake, 
nor have I seen cause to regret it: on the 
contrary I til ink I see a growing com­ 
merce there in consequence of that im­ 
provement. 
We have all beeu looking for engineer­ 
ing skill to give us some plan upon 
which the great interests of the Missis­ 
sippi Valley may unite iu a practical aud 
prudent manner to improve this great 
thoroughfare from the mouth to the 
source. And if engineers have made no 
mistake this plan goes forward to suc­ 
cess, so far as the Upper Mississippi is 
concerned; for in this very bill $6,600,060 
are included for the improvement of the 
southern portion. I am not sufficiently 
informed to say whether this be just or 
wise; but if it be, will take $6,000,000 and 
deny* $600,000 north, conceded both to 
bo feasible aud prudent ? 
But it is said private interest nill be 
lieaetit when a railway company projects 
a line of road through any section of the 
country; the first thing considered is 
whether individual interests will be ben­ 
efited, aud whether manufactures and 
commerce will spring up on the line. If 
there is no commerce, no railroad is 
needed. 
Precisely so with a national 
highway; the benefiting of private inter­ 
ests can never be the prim ary object of 
such an undertaking, but if Gene lit re­ 
sults incidentally, may not the policy be 
as sound with a river es with a railroad ? 
If sound aud judicious, these commercial 
bonds will bind the Nortli and South 
more firmly together than mere statute 
law can do.

Old-Time Sleighing Parties.

Every landlord had an irou rod 
ataut two feet long, with a ball on tile 
end about the size of a walnut, which 
was heated rediiot an*! run in every glass 
of beer, which heated it aud made it 
foam. This was called ‘"flip.” After 
drinking flip tile music struck up and 
there was a dance, and those who did not 
desire to dance played ' amos of different 
kinds.
